Bootlegging and other law­ 
lessness flourished. 
The convict rulers of the 
prison lived in elaborate headquarters with p ri­ 
vate telephones to aid them in carry ing on their 
activities. Drug addicts were housed in quarters 
of appalling filth. 
This condition is a product that only such po­ 
litical corruption as an organization like Tam ­ 
many could produce. Such flagrant disregard of 
law and the rights of the people were the causes 
of a finally aroused public opinion which swept 
the fusion candidate, LaGuardia, into office. He 
has pledged to purge the city of graft, corrup ­ 
tion and lawlessness, and is making good his 
word. 
While every community must solve its own 
problems and the situation in New York is not 
a direct worry to any other city or community , 
the largest metropolis of our country should set 
an example for the rest of the country . Its ex­ 
ample, good or bad, necessarily has its influence 
throughout the country .
